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Under ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to transfer 
a total of $81,867 from Free Cash to pay the following 
supplemental budget items: $21,708 for the Treasurer/Tax 
Collector; $12,500 for Town Counsel; $1,823 for Town 
Clerk /Registrar; $600 for Fire; $13,236 for the Town 
Mechanic; $2,000 for Unemployment Compensation; 
$20,000 for Health, Life and Accident Insurance; and 
$10,000 for Medicare. 

Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman Richard 
Gamache explained the various line items and the reasons 
for the additional funding. "There's $7,000 for a buy-back 
in (the) Treasurer /Tax Collector's office (and) $14,700 
added to cover person in Town Clerk's office," he said. 
"$12,500 is for Town Counsel ... we've been behind on 
Town Counsel (payments) for years, and they've been 
waiting (to get paid)." 

Since many of the expenditures on the 12-article 
Special Town Meeting warrant were to be transferred 
from Free Cash, resident Bob Bancroft asked what the 
current balance was in the town's Free Cash account and 
what would be left for the Annual Town Meeting. 

"Coming into this Town Meeting, we have 
$534,149, (which would be) reduced by whatever Free 
Cash is spent tonight," Mr. Gamache said. "That would 
leave about $347,000 going into the Annual Town Meeting 
... (or) about $150,000 to $200,000 less than last year." 

After further inquiries as to the reasons for 
needing additional funding for each line item, ARTICLE 1 
passed via majority vote, 242 to 7. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to transfer 
$22,500 from Free Cash to pay the final portion of a 
litigation settlement between the Town of Mattapoisett 
and former Highway Department employee Darryl Pina. 

"This is the second and final payment for an 
agreement between the town and (Mr.) Pina as a result of 
a verbal incident which occurred at the Town Barn over a

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year ago," Selectman Paul Lambalot said. ARTICLE 2 was 
passed, 246 to 3. 

Fire Chief Ronald Scott requested a transfer of 
$12,000 from Free Cash under ARTICLE 3 to install a new 
wireless Fire Receiver system within the Police Depart- 
ment to eventually replace the existing hard-wired call 
boxes in town. 

"About two years ago, I met with the Selectmen 
and suggested we go to a radio-controlled fire alarm 
system," Chief Scott said. "Our system is antiquated, 
(and) we've had difficulty getting parts. The present 
system was hit by lightning at the Police Station. We've 
got a loaner in place now and we priced it out to upgrade 
the present system. It's a $24,000 unit, (but) the insurance 
company will pay half and the town will pay half. We'll

still have the hard-wired system which will be phased out 
over a period of time." 

Chief Scott pledged that this new, state-of-the-art 
system would serve the town for many years to come and 
requires a lot less maintenance. The one caveat is some 17 
buildings in Mattapoisett — some town-owned, some 
private — will eventually have to upgrade to the new 
system at an estimated cost of $3,000 for the Master Box 
and up to $1,500 for the installation, according to Paul 
Kelly, who maintains the existing Fire Alarm system. 

"We will probably be back (to request money to 
upgrade) the Town Hall, the Library, the Water Depart- 
ment, Town Barn ... about seven or eight other buildings," 
Chief Scott said. 

"The total fire alarm budget is $10,000," FinCom 
Chairman Gamache noted. "Of that, $6,000 is just salaries. 
If this new system is put in place ... we don't need people 
to maintain it, (so) we'll save the $6,000." 

ARTICLE 3 passed via majority vote, 240 to 10. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to transfer 
$10,000 from Free Cash, along with money to be provided 
by Lewis R. Bolles Fund, to make necessary repairs to the 
Gazebo at Shipyard Park. 

"This is the estimate to repair the gazebo, to put 
in new columns with composite (material)," Selectman 
Barry Denham explained. The 30-year-old structure is in 
need of reinforcement against the elements. ARTICLE 4 
passed, 248 to 2. 

The bulk of the evening was spent discussing and

debating ARTICLE 5, which asked voters to transfer 
$120,000 (amended from $100,000) from Waterfront 
Enterprise Fund Retained Earnings account to purchase 
and equip a new Harbormaster Boat and to allow a trade- 
in on the existing Harbormaster Boat. 

"It's an awful lot of money," Harbormaster Steve 
Mach said. "People have asked where is the money 
coming from (and) why are we doing this at a Special 
Town Meeting? We've looked at a number of boats and if 
we do this now, we've been assured we will have a boat 
for the upcoming (spring) season. Some of the money 
would be coming out of retained earnings account, some 
would come out of money allocated for a ramp at the 
Town Landing. The balance would be coming from a five- 
year note, we'd borrow approximately $90,000 (and the) 
revenue to pay off the note would come from fees we 
currently collect. This would have no affect on the tax rate 
... (and) we would not have to raise fees to pay for the 
boat." 

When asked what type of boat warranted the 
$120,000 price tag, Mr. Mach explained it was a 25-foot 
boat with enclosed cabin and two outboard motors, 
designed to handle any situation in any kind of weather. 

"We wanted a boat that would be appropriate for 
doing certain medical services," Mr. Mach said. "This boat 
would have an area to store oxygen and medical gear 
right onboard. The boat is designed to be able to do the 
regular day-to-day job of the Harbormaster, but also 
designed to be as close to an ambulance on water as we 
can get." 

Although some residents spoke in support of the 
purchase, many voiced their concerns over spending so 
much on a boat — especially when the Fire Department 
already has a Rescue Boat which was donated to the 
town. 

"I think if you look at most communities on the

waterfront, they have more than one boat," Mr. Mach 
said. "A boat is a tool, and each tool is designed to do 
specific tasks. Is there some overlap in capabilities of each 
boat? Yes, there is. But I think each boat has its place, each 
department has a job to do." 

Resident Allan Vaitses asked Mr. Mach to offer 
some anecdotes on how the new vessel might come in 
handy. 

"We've had someone fall out of a boat changing a 
winter stick (and) we had to lift them over the gunnel of 
the (current) boat," Mr. Mach said. "It took three or four 
people to lift him onto the boat. A boat like this has a door 
on the side, so you can grab a hold of the person and slide 
him onto the boat." 

"We have a Fire Rescue Boat," said Daniel 
Goodman. "I'm convinced the search committee did not 
do enough to look into less-costly possibilities. I think we 
should look at more cost-effective options." 

"My biggest problem is we're almost going to 
have a Coast Guard in the Town of Mattapoisett," added 
Steve Earle. "I can't see that you're responsible for every-

thing that happens out in the water. I just can't see 
(supporting it) at this time." 

After nearly 45 minutes of debate, ARTICLE 5 
was defeated, 150 to 100. 

Voters were next asked rescind $350,000 originally 
allocated for the Mattapoisett River Basin Protection 
Project under Article 19 of the May 21, 2001 Annual Town 
Meeting due to a technical error on the warrant under 
ARTICLE 6. 

"We had appropriated sum of money for the so- 
called 'Park Street Project,'" said Water /Sewer Superin- 
tendent William "Nick" Nicholson. "Shortly thereafter we 
found there was vital wording missing from the article. 
By rescinding the article, we do not damage or jeopardize 
the funding appropriated. We (still) anticipate having a 
zero percent interest loan for (the project)." 

"This is a book-keeping article?" asked resident 
Cindy Johnson, to which Mr. Nicholson replied: "Yes." 
With that, ARTICLE 6 was passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 7, voters were asked to approve 
a $150,000 appropriation from the town's "Overlay 
Surplus" account to defray the costs of upgrading and 
converting the Town Accountant's, Assessors', Treasurer/ 
Tax Collector's, and Water /Sewer Department's computer 
software packages. 

"Hopefully this will eliminate the repetitiveness 
going on now," said Town Accountant Judith Mooney. 
"This would actually network all those departments 
together and streamline the systems among town depart- 
ments. This would eliminate all of the manual work we've 
been doing ... we haven't hit the 21st century yet." 

Ms. Mooney explained that this money would be 
taken from an account which is set aside to cover tax 
abatements and exemptions on an annual basis. Since this 
account hasn't been tapped of late or turned over back 
into Free Cash, this expenditure won't affect the tax rate,

ARTICLE 7 passed via majority vote, 200 to 1. 
Mattapoisett Town Meeting voters also approved: 

• $30,000 transfer from the Overlay Surplus 
account to defray the costs of upgrading the present 
CAMA system used by the Assessors and Tax Collectors 
offices (ARTICLE 8); 

• Acceptance of the provisions of Massachusetts 
General Laws (MGL) Chapter 159, Section 114, to allow 
the exemption of $1,000 or less of fair cash value on 
personal property for tax purposes (ARTICLE 9); 

• $20,000 transfer from Free Cash into the town's 
Reserve Fund to cover unexpected expenses (ARTICLE 
10); 

• $40,000 transfer from Free Cash into the town's 
Stabilization Fund (ARTICLE 11); and 

• Establishment of a "Special Residential District" 
under the town's Zoning By-Laws (ARTICLE 12). 

This last article was presented by Planning Board 
Chairman Bob Rogers, who explained the measure would 
allow limited development for existing property owners 
in town under a special permit process. 

"This is special residential zoning, it is not 
creating any special districts in town," Mr. Rogers said. 
"You can take your single-family home and convert it into 
multi-family but only under special permit, if appropri- 
ate. With assistance from SRPEDD, we are here now to tell 
you we feel this is a good thing for the Town of 
Mattapoisett."

"It seems to me, if the idea is to assist younger 
people, this gets very complex and I don't see where it's 
helpful," said Donald Fleming. "It seems to me that all 
you're saying is you're going to give some type of bonus." 

"What we're saying is: show (us) what you can do 
with existing developments," Mr. Rogers said. "Show us 
... what you can build by-right. People have told us time 
and time again through the Master Plan process that we 
need more affordable (apartment-type) housing." 

"I think this is one of the most significant zoning 
adoptions we could put in place," said resident Wayne 
Walega. "It gives (owners) the ability to utilize the land 
much better. Having been on the Master Plan Committee, 
that's what people really said they'd like to have." 

Resident Mike Sanchez asked when this by-law 
would take effect. 

"Generally, zoning by-law changes are effective as 
of date of vote," said Town Counsel Daniel Perry. "But 
there's an Attorney General review, so the board couldn't 
grant a special permit until Attorney General approves 
it."

Selectman Winters then nominated Selectman 
Bryant to serve as Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, 
and Selectman Bryant seconded the nomination and 
thereby accepted the position and proceeded to preside 
over the remainder of the meeting. 

The board then discussed the Reorganization of 
the Board with regards to their individual representation 
on various committees and organizations.

"Although initially it seemed to make sense to fill 
the (vacant) seat as quickly as possible, when I saw these 
dates I agreed it would consume too many of the town's 
resources to try and mount a Special Election with the 
Annual Election only one month later," Chairman Bryant 
agreed. "It makes better sense to hold the two elections on 
April 26." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to wait 
until the April 26 Annual Town Election to fill the existing 
vacancy, resulting in two open positions on the Board of

from about $2,900 to $7,875. The board felt this was 
exorbitant and asked Ms. Enroth- Whitlock to check into a 
system very similar to the one they had been using at 
Sippican School. 

The board decided to hold their next regular 
meeting on Tuesday, January 29 at 7:00 pm. In February 
they would resume with meeting on the first and third 
Tuesdays of the month. 

Before adjourning, Selectman Winters said it is 
traditional for the board member up for re-election to 
announce their intentions during the month of January.

And I'd just like to 
thank the townspeople of Marion for giving me the 
opportunity to serve — it's been a privilege (and) an 
honor, and it's certainly something you never forget. I 
would urge people to run and to take part in the process.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

January 14, 2002

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, January 14 at 
7:00 pm by Chairman Richard Cutler. Also present were 
Selectman Naida Parker, Selectman Patricia Ryan, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 
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The minutes of the January 7, 2002 meeting were 
not accepted, as the intent of part of the minutes remains 
in question. 

At 7:05 pm Maureen Hartley from the Rochester 
Land Trust made a presentation to the Selectmen and the 
Board of Assessors. This informational presentation 
discussed why Rochester should have protected land, and 
the different types of land protection available. 

Chris Brewer met with the board at 7:25 pm 
regarding the use of the Rochester Memorial School gym 
for a Youth Soccer League. The board approved town 
sponsorship of the youth league led by Chris Brewer so 
that he may now request use of Rochester Memorial 
School's gym from the School Committee. This group of 
12 boys will work on soccer fundamentals. 

At 7:30 pm Fire Chief Scott Ashworth and High- 
way Surveyor Jeff Eldridge met with the Board of Select- 
men and the Finance Committee (FinCom) to present a 
request for a high frequency communications system. The 
high band frequency in comparison to the low band radio 
communication system being currently used would 
eliminate the need for phone lines, greatly reducing the 
number of areas in town where portable radio communi- 
cation is not currently possible, and also allow the Fire 
and Highway Departments to communicate with the 
Police Department and surrounding towns. For both 
departments the cost would be approximately $84,000 
dollars. The Selectmen will look into any remaining

To the Editor: 

In rebutting the recent Letter to the Editor by Daniel L.

HOLIDAY DANGERS 

What are the most serious holiday dangers to my pet? 
The most common problem associated with pets and the 
Christmas season is the ingestion of tinsel by cats. The tinsel 
may become lodged in the intestine. The most common 
symptom is frequent vomiting over a short period of time. 
I have heard poinsettias are poisonous. How dangerous are they? 
When eaten, poinsettias cause irritation to the tongue and 
other tissues of the mouth and possibly the stomach. Thus 
they cause discomfort but probably not severe illness. 
How dangerous is chocolate for pets? 
Chocolate is a dose related poison as is coffee. A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized. Early signs of chocolate poisoning are 
shaking and hyperactivity.

Home to the Admiral Arleigh Burke National 
Destroyermens Museum, Destroyer Kennedy serves as 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts' official memorial to 
the Korean and Vietnam Wars. In 1975, Tin Can Sailors, 
Inc., a national, 24,000-member nonprofit organization of 
destroyer veterans was founded on the Kennedy, which is 
a National Historic Landmark. Recently Destroyer 
Kennedy starred with Kevin Costner in the New Line 
Cinema major motion picture Thirteen Days, playing 
herself and the U.S.S. John Pierce. Romantically chris- 
tened, "greyhounds of the fleet," U.S. Navy destroyers 
have borne a multitude of duties since their introduction 
as a vessel class in 1902.

Demme, No More

We lost one of our more 
promising movie 
directors over the 
weekend. Ted Demme, 
nephew of a more 
famous director but 
steadily working to 
make his own name over 
the past decade, died on 
January 13 at only 38. He 
leaves behind not only a 
grieving uncle (Jonathan 
Demme, director of The 
Silence of the Lambs), wife 
(Amanda Scheer-Demme, a music producer on most of her 
husband's films as well as for Steven Soderbergh), and 
friends and close collaborators (Denis Leary, with whom he 
worked numerous times; Richard LaGravanese, with whom 
Demme was planning a documentary); he also leaves behind 
a pretty solid — if cruelly abbreviated — body of work. 

Demme got his start at MTV, producing Yo! MTV Raps, 
working on videos, and pulling together various rap stars 
for his feature debut, 1993's Who's the Man? That film also 
featured a comedian who'd appeared in a series of MTV 
commercials Demme had directed: Denis Leary, whose 
concert films No Cure for Cancer (1992) and Lock 'n Load (1997) 
Demme also directed. Leary appeared in two of Demme's 
best films — 1994's The Ref in which Leary played a criminal 
comically bedevilled by his captives Kevin Spacey and Judy 
Davis, and 1998's Monument Ave, in which he played a 
criminal tragically bedevilled by his suicidally stupid cronies. 

Compare the above two Leary movies and you see that 
Demme had range — he was interested in more than one 
story. Even though Monument Ave could be read as a Mean 
Streets knock-off, and his final film, last year's Blow, could be 
seen as GoodFellas Lite, Demme tried his hand at other 
character studies. 1996's Beautiful Girls might be many 
people's favorite Demme film. Without a hint of guns or 
violence, Demme and screenwriter Scott Rosenberg painted 
a grim but hopeful portrait of a bunch of clueless guys and 
the women who have to deal with their commitmentphobia 
and obsession with supermodels. Demme also managed to 
get what may still be the definitive Natalie Portman 
performance, and a rare funny movie appearance by Rosie 
O'Donnell. 




Even Beautiful Girls had a morose cloud hanging over it, 
though. Demme had a consistent melancholy style, from the 
bickering dysfunction of The Ref to the rise-and-f all spiral of 
Blow (which Leary executive-produced). His movies had 
weight; he made you feel that the characters and their 
struggles meant something. The one aberration in the Ted 
Demme portfolio is 1999's Life, which tried to have serious 
passages but was too locked into being a vanity project for 
Eddie Murphy and Martin Lawrence. If it had been filmed 
with lesser stars, it might' ve amounted to something more; 
then again, it might not have been made, either. Life was 
probably just Demme proving he could make a big 
Hollywood star vehicle; it probably also greased the wheels 
for his making the imperfect but compelling Blow, which has 
turned out to be his swan song. 

It wasn't supposed to be that way, of course. Demme 
was a busy guy; in addition to his TV work (directing 
episodes for Homicide: Life on the Street and the short-lived 
Action), Demme was also a producer (Rounders, A Lesson 
Before Dying, Tu mbleweeds ) and, in recent months, an aspiring 
film historian. He and writer-director Richard LaGravanese 
(Living Out Loud) had announced plans to make a 
documentary on the great filmmakers of the '70s — the ones, 
like Scorsese and Coppola, who made the masterpieces that 
inspired Demme and so many others to enter the field. "Our 
goal," Demme said last year, "is to write a love letter to the 
artists that made the '70s the greatest decade in American 
filmmaking ... The thing that motivated us was to keep alive 
the stories of these great artists." If Ted Demme had lived 
longer, maybe he himself would' ve gotten to make equally 
great films to inspire a future generation. 

We'll never know now.

In Victorian times, cryptogamic 
botany referred to the group of plants whose seeds could 
not been seen by the naked eye. These hidden-seed plants 
include ferns, mosses, lichens, fungi, and seaweeds. 

Ms. Fallon and Mr. Frost combine their scientific 
and artistic talents to reveal the unique patterns, colors 
and textures of natural forms that might otherwise go 
unnoticed. The seaweeds that they have carefully ar- 
ranged and preserved were collected among the muck 
often hauled from beaches. When looked upon in passing, 
they do not have much to offer — but with an investment 
of time and detailed study, their individuality and beauty 
are revealed.

The Magnificent Ambersons. Starring Madeleine 
Stowe, Bruce Greenwood and Jonathan Rhys-Meyers. 
Directed by Alfonso Arau. Running time: 3 hours. 
Rated TV-PG. An A&E Network Original Movie. 

One of the greatest travesties in America cinema would have 
to be the fact that film-maker Orson Welles' follow-up to his 
audacious Citizen Kane debut, The Magnificent Ambersons, was for 
all intents and purposes sabotaged by RKO Pictures and whittled 
down to a mere 90 minutes from the director's intended two-and- 
a-half hour epic. That the truncated film still remains an impressive 
work — despite key scenes having been omitted and, in some 
cases, reshot by a director-for-hire — is both a testament to the 
wunderkind's talent and a bittersweet reminder that Welles' 
intended vision is now forever lost (the unused footage Welles 
shot was foolishly destroyed by the studio). 

For years thereafter, Welles lamented the fact that it was the 
studio's tampering with The Magnificent Ambersons — not his 
notorious battle with William Randolph Hearst over Citizen Kane 
— which ruined his promising career. 

Now, 60 years later, the A&E Network has produced a 
televisionmovieversionbased upon Welles' complete screenplay 
adaptation of Booth Tarkington's novel about the rise and fall of 
two Midwestern families in the early 1900s. What could have 
been a noble attempt to bring a great American director's vision 
to full realization has resulted in a colossal waste of time and 
talent which easily ranks as one of the worst remakes ever. Yes, 
even worse than the likes of Gus Van Sant's Psycho rehash and the 
sickly-sweet You've Got Mail. I even think the colorized versions 
of Night of the Living Dead and The Maltese Falcon fare better ... at 
least the smeared color didn't mar those films' performances or 
direction. 

On the surface, this project seemed like an intriguing idea, 
especially given the impressive cast and crew credentials. But the 
captain who deserves to go down with this sinking ship is 
director Alfonso Arau, whose previous Like Water for Chocolate 
was both stylish and well-crafted. I expected his European eye to 
fit the opulence of this period piece well, but he seems ill-suited 
for this odd bit of Americana. The usually-solid Madeleine Stowe 
(who, to her credit, publicly criticized the film) poses for the 
camera and does little more during this excruciating three-hour 
battle to stay awake. Actor Bruce Greenwood, who has done fine 



work with director Atom 
Egoyan (The Sweet Hereafter) 
and last year turned in a 
great performance as John 
F. Kennedy in Thirteen Days, 
seems like he's doing line 
readings from a cold script and looks noticeably uncomfortable in 
both the period costumes and stiff surroundings. He kept me 
longing for the subtlety of Joseph Cotten's understated 
performance in the 1942 original. 

In Welles' sprawling riches-to-rags film, much of the drama 
also hinges upon two pivotal roles played with great skill by Tim 
Holt (as spoiled brat George Minafer) and the superb Agnes 
Moorehead (as the lonely, lovesick Aunt Fanny) . Here those roles 
are filled respectively by the pouting, scowling, and wholly 
annoying Jonathan Rhys-Meyers and the flippant — okay, ditzy 
— Jennifer Tilly. Meyers resembles a less refined and far less 
compelling Joaquin Phoenix (Gladiator) and Tilly does her usual 
shrill schtick which is better-suited to a contemporary barroom 
brawl than a poignant period drama. 

The only two who escape this mess with some semblance of 
dignity are Gretchen Mol and James Cromwell, whose supporting 
roles keep them offscreen just long enough to forget they're in this 
silly soap opera played out against ambiguous locations and bad 
sets. At least what I saw of them looked bad .. . director Arau is too 
preoccupied withbig, looming close-ups of his clueless performers 
(a sure sign of insecure direction) to show us the lavish — or 
maybe lacking — production design. 

The Magnificent Ambersons is a black eye for the A&E Network, 
which has previously produced some impressive work, and an 
insult to the legacy of both Orson Welles and Booth Tarkington. 
The money spent on this travesty would have been better used to 
either restore or reconstruct Welles' original film as intended — 
even if it meant using some of the rare existing stills from those 
now-lost sequences. Surely those mute, motionless photographs 
would be more compelling to watch than any scene in this 
magnificent mutilation.
